Historian Ger-

sassins who shot up the House 
of Representatives in the Con- 
gress of the United States over- 
shadow the vital Inter-American 
Conference at Caracas ... 
which was one purpose of the 
desperate demonstration, born of 
fanaticism. 


On the day following the sound 
of gunfire and the sight of bleed- 
ing, wounded men in the House 
Chamber, Governor Luis Munoz- 
Marin flew to Washington per- 
sonally to express his, and the 
Puerto Rican peoples’ distress. 
He was sincere. So were most 
of the people. Puerto Rico has 
ceased to be merely a land of 
sugar and coffee, suspended be- 
tween the Spanish and English 
world. The old Spanish culture 
slowly is receding before the 
magnificent new hotels, the new 
industries . . . but it is little 
more than a beginning. 


In 19447 President Truman 
signed a bill giving Puerto Rico 
the right to choose her own gov- 
ernor. On November 2, 1948, Luis 
Munoz-Marin was elected gover- 
nor and the islands attained a 
commonwealth status. 


At the moment of victory he 
said of the defeated Nationalist 
wing: 

‘The proponents of nationalism 
prefer the despotic government of 
their own to the democratic rule 
of those removed from them.”’ 


Ike Hints

Excise Cuts 


Committee Votes 


Slashes to 10 Pct. 


WASHINGTON, March 3 (INS). 
House committeemen voted today 
a $900-million tax slash on items 
from movie tickets to light bulbs 
and President Eisenhower indi- 
cated he would accept such cuts 
although he said it would be like 
taking castor oil. 


The House ways and means com- 
mittee ignored a last-minute plea 
by the administration to keep exist- 
ing excise tax rates and, in gen- 
eral, decided to lower them to a 
flat 10 per cent. 

But the committee approved the 
President’s request to continue 
taxes on liquor, beer, wine, to- 
bacco, gasoline and automobiles at 
current levels. 


TICKET TAX 


Members first voted to wipe out 
the 20 per cent tax on tickets to 
college athletic events, then recon- 
sidered and decided to lower the 
rate to 10 per cent. 


The rate was reduced from 20 to 
10 per cent on these other items: 

Movie, theater, night club and 
sports events tickets; luggage, 
handbags, furs, jewelry, cosmetics, 
toilet preparations; light bulbs and 
electronic tubes, club dues, initi- 
ation fees; safe deposit boxes and 
photographic equipment. 
The rate was lowered from 15 
to 10 per cent on local telephone 
bills; pens, pencils and cigarette 
lighters; telegrams and airplane, 
bus and train tickets. 

The rate on long distance tele- 
Phone bills was dropped from 25 
to 10 per cent and on firearms 
from 11 to 10 per cent. 
Eisenhower was asked at his 
weekly news conference whether 
he would veto a bill reducing ex- 
cise taxes which the administra- 
tion wants continued.

At a 
university long used to students 
of color, and lacking in any dis- 
crimination, Albizu Campos .was 
from the start belligerent and re- 
sentful, insisting on reading into 
almost every contact some slur 
against him. Highly intelligent, 
possessed of great powers to sway 
persons who feel a sense of in- 
justice, as thousands of Puerto 
Rico's poor did feel, he became 
a ruthless and cynical demagogue. 


Terror 


He attired his followers in black 
shirts, insisted on a sort of mili- 
tary discipline, and secretly 
armed his most trusted members. 
He is not, himself, religious, yet 
he used the Catholic religion of 
his followers ‘‘more as a weapon 
of combat than of conviction.” 
He began with high hopes of suc- 
cess. His first test was in 1932. 
His party put up candidates for 
election. 

Even then, with the always de- 
pressed islanders feeling the pres- 
sure of world depression, he and 
his candidates polled only 10,000 
votes. 

He then turned unhesitatingly 
to terror. 

Two of his fanatics shot down 
the chief of police of San Juan 
and were, themselves, killed. On 
October 30, 1950, five of his fa- 
natics attempted to break into 
the residence of the governor and 
assassinate him. A month later, 
November 1, 1950, two members 
of the Albizu group attempted to 
shoot their way into Blair House 
to kill President Truman. Albizu 
was then’ jailed in Puerto Rico. 
He still is there. This has added 
intenafty to the fanaticism of his

earth moons which might serve

It they exist — and scientists 
say they have reagon to believe 
they do —the nearly invisible 
earth satellites also could be used 
as space platforms to launch mis- 
siles in time of war. 

Clyde Tombaugh, the man who 
discovered the planet Pluto, and 
Dr. Lincoln La Paz, director of 
the Institute of Meteoritics at the 
University of New Mexico, are two 
of the men engaged in the search 


where tne first atomic bomb was 
set off, 

“Other than the moon, no earth 
satellites have been discovered to 
date,’’ Tombaugh said. ‘But this 
is understandable."’ 

Tombaugh said in an interview 
that the earth satellites may fol- 
low rapid orbits near the equator, 
thus escaping notice by sky map 
pers in northern countries, 

Finding a tiny, fast-moving moon 
in the sky would be a tough job 
no matter where they were locat- 
ed. Slowly scanning cameras 
would be little affected by the lit- 
tle light from the satellites. 

The only .way to spot them, 
Tombaugh says, is to track them

No one in the armed forces, he said, is 
required to submit to any kind of personal 
humiliation before investigating commit- 
tees. 


To make it plain that he was referring 
to Sen. Joe McCarthy, the President, who 
gags at McCarthy anyhow, took pains to 
praise Gen. Ralph Zwicker, who was hu- 
miliated and abused by Sen. McCarthy in 
a recent hearing by that senator. 


This is fine—and what we expected. 

The only trouble is—it isn’t true. Any 
person in or out of the armed forces must 
submit to personal humiliation and abuse 
if Sen. McCarthy chooses to abuse—as he 
invariably does—or thus far has. 


He controls the questions. In a sense 
he controls the answers since he can stop 
a witness or interrupt with new queries 
—as he often does when the answers don't 
seem to be what he wants. 


There is nothing the witness may do 
about it—nor is there anything the Presi- 
dent of the United States can do about it 
if Sen. McCarthy wishes to continue. 
There isn’t much a democracy can do with 
@ person who uses McCarthy’s methods. 
Except, of course, with votes or with pub- 
lic opinion which will cause his support to 
fall away. That may be happening now. 


At any rate, GOP Chairman Hall now 
thinks McCarthy has gone too far. So does 
his chief newspaper supporter, the Chicago 
Tribune. So does the President af the 
United States. 


More and more the nation is learning 
the price we are paying for McCarthy’s 
methods. Mofe and more the blindest Re- 
publicans are waking up to the fact the 
symbol of their party must be either Ei- 
senhower or McCarthy.

Georgia Is Near Top 
As Stolen Car Market 


With federal court officials, interstate 
crime and punishment are a subject of 
constant attention and study. 


Let’s give these officials credit for 
knowing well of what they speak when 
they say the large number of auto theft 
eases in Georgia is due largely to lack of a 
good automobile title law. 


They said that this week in explaining 
why U.S. District Courts in Atlanta han- 
died the third highest number of stolen car 
cases in the nation’s federal courts in 1953. 
Because Georgia has no adequate title 
law, they explain, the state is a standing 
market for hot cars. 


There is nothing new in their state- 
ment except that the State Legislature 
doesn’t seem to believe it. At least the 
Legislature passed up the chance to enact 
a good title law and served up instead an 
ineffective substitute. 


Apparently, a great many auto dealers 
think the federal court officials don’t 
know what they are talking about. Either 
that or else the dealers set the protection 
the title would give a customer against the 
paperwork it would cause them and de- 
cide in their own favor. |

Research Is Ingredient 
Of Continuing Progress 


The United States, including govern- 
ment and private sources, has spent $30,- 
000,000,000 in basic and applied research 
since 1941, says a Congressional Quarter- 
ly survey. While the biggest amount of 
course, has been spent by government, 
private concerns have spent more in the 
past decade than ever before in their his- 
tory. 

Most government funds, of course, 
went into war research projects such as 
atomic energy. Some private funds went 
for the same purpose. But even from this 
war research have come developments 
contributing to a constantly improving 
standard of living and vast new oppor- 
tunities for American business. 

Research into methods of applying 
knowledge already known is getting the 
biggest slice of the funds. Development 
of atomic energy is merely the application 
of principles most scientists have known 
for years. Application of new farming 
methods, machinery and tools received a 
big spurt as a result of the war. 

It is encouraging that basic research is 


}, 


not being neglected, as difficult as it is to 
secure funds for such purposes. We can- 
not rest on our laurels if we expect to stay 
ahead of the game. American genius 
must be given free rein to investigate new 
realms to meet the challenge of tomorrow. 

Because of the funds spent in research, 
the American standard of living is the 
highest in world history. Because of our 
venture into atomic energy, the free 
world is still free today and its peaceful 
application offers limitless opportunities 
for the human race.

Why Should We Deny 
Soldier Voting Rights? 


We are happy to say that Georgia is 
one of the few states that gives its men 
and women in uniform the benefit of the 
ballot. By not providing the machinery 
whereby soldiers, sailors and airmen 
away from home may vote, the majority 
of states simply disfranchise thousands 
of them. 

Thirty-six of the 48 states fail to pro- 
vide such machinery. 

A soldier’s voting law was passed in 
1942. Except for 1944, however, no fed- 
eral ballot was provided. The matter was 
left for the states. 

President Eisenhower, like President 
Truman before him, has asked for adoption 
of uniform laws by all states to enable 
service people to vote. He urges Congress 
to cooperate with the states and to make 
mandatory a provision providing for serv- 
icemen’s voting in federal elections. 

States that choose to bar their own 
citizens in uniform from voting in state 
elections are responsible to the citizens of 
that state only. Barring them from fed- 
eral elections is another matter entirely 
—one that concerns the whole nation. 

Of the 3,500,000 men in the armed 
forces, about two-thirds are eligible to 
vote. It doesn’t make sense to deny 
them a voice in choosing the government 
they are asked to defend.

For Tax Evaluations 


Georgia counties plagued with the 
problem of reappraisal of property for 
tax purposes might take a look at what 
is being done in Kentucky, as reported by 
the current issue of the Georgia Local 
Government Journal. 

In 1950 the Kentucky Legislature 
passed a law providing that counties may 
petition the state’s department of reve- 
nue for assistance in reappraisal. If the 
department decides reappraisal is needed, 
it can set standards for the job and pro- 
vide technical help in the work. 

The law permits two methods of con- 
ducting the reappraisal, as follows: The 
department may let a contract on a com- 
petitive basis to a private appraisal firm or 
it may provide supervisory personnel from 
its own local evaluation staff. 

Since Georgia is no longer in the ad 
valorem tax field, the plan may not be 
practical for this state. Beset as they are 
with financial problems, however, coun- 
ties do need some uniform method of de- 
termining property evaluations. They vary 
from county to county and there is no es- 
tablished statewide pattern for determin- 
ing values. 

The problems of school and road fi- 
nancing are forcing more and more coun- 
ties to face facts about the issue of local 
taxation. Counties which have already 
met the question of reappraisal are dem- 
onstrating that progress must be paid for. 
The matter of competition is making more 
and more county governments move in 
that direction. Some sort of statewide 
standard for this work would appear to be 
in order.

Charges that U.S. Internal 
Revenue investigators used coer- 
cion and force in obtaining 
agreement to a $50,000 tax settle- 
ment from Andrew’ Jackson 
Wheeler, owner of the Sewing 
Machine Center here, were dis- 
missed this week by U.S. District 
Judge Boyd Sloan.

French Bride’s Life 


(First in a Series)

Vicki Baum wrote “You can become American, but you 
must be born German, French or Italian.’’ As a war bride I have 
experienced this. Living in the States for seven years I have 
‘acquired ‘“‘the American spirit.’’ Yet love for my native country 
has grown even deeper. I have returned to France three times 
and it is with genuine emotion that I look forward to being home 


again. 

To be in the Paris I love for 
its ancestral beauty, its historic 
monuments, its magic charm— 
Paris, the great city where you 
never feel lonely. To be in Mar- 
seilles where the shadows of my 
departed friends wait for me in 
many places. To be at home with 
my mother and father, sleep in 
my room where .my young 
dreams still linger. 


How near it seems and yet, 
how far. To roam in the streets 
where I used to walk as a child, 
my hand in my father's. 


DARK HOURS 


Since those days I have lived 
through a war. I have known 
dark hours of despair and of 
hope. The liberation came. We 
were free! 

But we had to recognize that 
life was not what we had 
dreamed it would be ‘“‘after the 
war.’ We had not had time to 
realize the war had ended be- 
fore the post-war period had al- 
ready begun. 

During the occupation my 
brother was in Africa, Chief of 
Security under General Giraud. 
My father and I helped in the 
secret service. When the Allied 
Forces arrived in south France, 
I worked with an English ma- 
jor who headed investigations 
along the coast in search’ of 
‘contacts’ who had disappeared 
and were trying to recover com- 
munications equipment. 

My family returned home to 
north France in April, 1945. Five 
years before we had escaped the 
Germans, joining in the terrible 
exodus when thousands of people 
crowded the roads of France, I 
stayed in Marseilles, captivated 
by the beauty of the Mediter- 
ranean coast. I had a little villa 
on the top of a cliff overlooking

realize one of my dreams—to go 
to Rome as a reporter. I went to 
Paris to make arrangements for 
the trip and returned to Marseil- 
les after two weeks. The day I 


got back, I had a telephone call 
from a certain Major Jack Suggs 
who wanted to give me a mes- 
sage from a lieutenant working 
in his office. I had met the boy 
at a party at the home of some 
friends and he had been sent 
back to the U.S. during my ab- 
sence. I told Major Suggs I would 
see him in town the next day. I 
saw him .. . I didn’t go to 
Italy . . . and a few months 
later I was leaving France for 
the United States. 


ARRIVED IN NEW YORK 


I arrived in New York in 
October, 1946 and was not too 
impressed at first by the big 
city. I was very homesick and 
tired from the month’s trip. As 
a war bride, I came by Army 
transportation. Leaving Bremer- 
haven, Germany, for New York, 
we went via Naples. Even if the 
trip was uncomfortable, I had 
the pleasure of visiting Capri and 
Gibraltar. 

My husband, who was waiting 
for me in New York, took me, 
of course, to the Empire State 
Building, to Broadway at night 
and Fifth Avenue. But all was in 
vain. I wished for the Eiffel 
Tower, Montmartre and the 
Champs Elysee. From New 
York, we flew to Atlanta, then 
drove to the city that was to 
become my home. 


Everything was strange... 
the red soil . . . the one-story 
wood house on the lonely roads 
. . « the colored people. That was 
not the America I had imagined 
and the Southern accents made 
the English I had learned sound 
like another language. But the 
welcoming was warm and the 
hospitality great.

The schools—Atianta University, Clark College, Gammon Tie- 
ological Seminary, .Morehouse College, Morris Brown College and 
Spelman College—eet down Religious Emphasis Week as “the 
most important cooperative endeavor in which we may engage 
this year of any year.” 

The daily services began Inst Sunday and will end today with 
what they call “Commitment Day.”’ Each college had a roster 
of distinguished speakers and then they all got together to hear 
Dr. Henry Hitt Crane, a famous Methodist leader who has prob- 
ably spoken to more college groups than any other preacher in 
America.

Most of the events which the Negro colleges have of general 
interest are open to the public and the services of this week 
have attracted numbers of Atlantans, who were hungry to hear 
the singing as much as anything else. 

In a way Atlanta's six Negro colleges enjoy a unique place 
in the community. They constitute the biggest Negro educational 
center in the world and in recent years they have built up a 
strong circle of friends here and throughout the nation. When 
Clark College moved to the university campus it formed an 
gadvisory council composed of leading business and professional 
men and women who started out to collect funds for the school 
and refiained on to help and encourage the college in its ap- 
pointed task of training Negro youth. 


I was interested to learn that the friendship of the white 
leaders of the community is no new thing for these colleges. The 
famous Methodist bishop. Atticus G. Haygood, was such a friend 
of the school at the time of his death in 1896 Clark College 
staged a special memorial service for him. Dr. William H. 
Crogman, the first Negro president of Clark College, delivered 
the memorial address which has been reprinted by the advisory 
council. 


In part of his address, Dt? Crogman quoted a statement by 
Bishop Haygood which is timely now—58 years later—as his 
friends at Clark College and the other schools celebrate Religious 
Emphasis Week. 

‘The greatest lack. the sorest neglect of our times,” said 
Bishop Haygood, “‘is the lack, the neglect of personal. helpful. 
brother service. .. . In our Christian testimony and service we 
should. above all things, make human brotherhood a living fact 
close by and not a splendid doctrine afar off. When Christians 
learn more perfectly what God's fatherhood means, then they 
can show what human brotherhood is.”’

Of that, $1,500,000 was to be pub- 
lhe subscription. $1,000.000 was to 
be financed by the Tech Athletic 
Association. 

Since Alexander's death in 
1950, nearly all the $1,500,000 to 
be donated by the public has 
been pledged. But some has not 
been collected. 

And spiralling costs have now 
placed the AMFH as originally 
designed in the $3,500,000 - $4.- 
000.000 class. 

Such financing obviously is im- 
possible. So a board of trustees 
is retracing its steps and seeking 
a more realistic approach. This 
board includes Tech president 
Blake Van Leer, Ivan Allen Jr..

Arthritis Types, 


Treatment Discussed 


Osteoarthritis is the type of 
arthritis that develops in older 


people. It is a natural process of 
aging that results from years of 
wear and tear and is partial to 
the weight bearing joints. 


Now and then the arthritic 
process is hastened through a 
combination of factors. The 
spine, for example, may receive 
double the normal strain from 
poor posture or pendulous abdo- 
men. 


When the knees of an obese in- 
dividual are called upon to bear 
twice the weight that nature in- 
tended, they are likely to balk at 
the overload. 


In these instances, the joints 
begin to groan and squawk and 
wear out at an earlier age than 
usual. 


Stiffness and pain are present 
on arising in the morning and on 
resuming motion after rest; after 
walking about, the parts limber. 
Continued activity may bring a 
return of pain and those who are 
bothered usually discover how 
far they can go in order to re- 
main comfortable. 

In this variety of arthritis, the 
smooth cartilaginous surface of 
the joint roughens and degener- 
ates and the joint enlarges and 
thickens. 


In this respect it differs from 
rheumatoid arthritis which is 
more common in the younger 
generation. 


Heat and gentle massage are 
the best remedies. Aspirin is the 
only internal drug that eases dis- 
tress while exercise strengthens 
the surrounding muscles and 
lends support to back and knees. 

There are two uncommon 
forms of osteoarthritis. The first 
is painful involvement of finger 
joints nearest the nails, which fa- 
vors women over 50.
